ORDER 

(Passed on this 27th day of March, 1998) 

This case relates to a proposal ftom the Mumbai Port Trust (MBPT) for levy of (license) fee for operation of catama¬ 
rans, hovercrafts, speedboats, etc., from the Gateway of India and the modalities therefor. 

2. It is noted that the MBPT’s proposal for levy of ‘license fee’ in this regard was considered and approved by the 
Authority in its meeting held on 22nd August 1997. But, no decision was taken on the ‘passenger fee’ component of the 
proposal. 

3. The Autority considered this case again in its Eighth Meeting today and decided also to appro ve the levy of ‘passenger 
fee’. It was recognised in this context that the catamarans* etc., had been operating for more than two years now with the levy 
of fees in reference; and, there had no public protest against it. Nevertheless, the Authority completed formal authorisation of 
the levy of passenger fee since it perceived it to he an item of tariff falling within its jurisdication. 
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
